WIRES AND POLES DOWN; 


GJJtfAT DAMAGE WROUGHT 


J'he Associated Press Managed to 


Kecj) O.ie Patched Wire Going 


—Gangs of Men Seat Out 


in Every Direction; 


NEW YORK, Nov. 
14.—-Communica- 


tion with the west after having been 
cut off for many hour* by Sunday's storm 
was re-established smut after U o'clock 
this morning by I In' Associated Press. 
This wa.s accomplished through a tele- 
phone wire bi'lwecn lialtimore and Chi- 
cago. 
Morse telegraph instruments dis- 


placed tin1 telephonic devices and a re- 
stricti'il service was also begun. It de- 
veloped that Washington had been in 
almost constant communication with the 
west, during the night and news sent by 
the Associated Press from its New York 
otttce to Boston thence by way of Port- 
land, Maine, and the Canadian telegraph 
lines to Chicago and the west, was re- 
layed biick to points e«*t of Chicago us 
fi-r as Washington. 


The wire service between Baltimore 


and Washington was completely out of 
service at 
~> o'clock this morning, poles 


and wires having been carried down in 
many places by the great weight of wot 
snow and the intense force exerted by 
the furious gale. 


New England telegraphic circuits and 


those to Philadelphia and Baltimore were 
the only one- in working order. The 
damage 
to wires is the most serious 


which the telegraph companies have fac- 
ed in many years. It spread over a wide 
area and caused a great rush to get out 
repair gangs who were hurriedly start- 
ed in the nijrht by special trains over 
all the railroad lines, north, west and 
south. 
Little 
eould 
hu 
accomplished, 


however, until daylight. 


WlUKrt COMPLETELY DOWN. 


The wires were lonml to be down com- 


pletely north, west and east of Albany, 
and north of Poughkeepsiu on the New 
York Central. There was but one wire 
working on Ibis route and that extended 
only to Poiijilikevpnii1. On the Erie line 
over which many circuits to Chicago are 
operated, one hundred poles were knock- 
ed down near Port Jarvis, N. Y. No 
wires were lett south of Baltimore, nor 
between Philadelphia und llarrisburg. 
Much trouble also exists .south of Wash- 
ington where the storm first appeared. 
Irt the latter city several inches of snow 
fell. The storm bewail at 11 o'clock a. 
in. with n drizzling rain which sooon 
turned into heavy, wet snow. 


FINANCIAL WIRES CRIPPLED. 


The private uires of 
almost 
every 


stock exchange unU 
commission house 


were out of commission. One prominent 
firm had communication over its direct 
wires to Philadelphia and similar com- 
munication was had with Boston though 
with some ditliculty. On the cotton ex- 
change business was virtually at 
a 


stand still. All telegraph wire commun- 
ication to New Orleans was cut oft' and 
across the quotation board on the trad- 
ing floor was written, ''No wires." In 
the first half hour of the cotton mar- 
ket, Ic.ss than half it do/en transactions 
M'ere made. At the produce exchange a 
similar .state of affairs was reported and 
uiisiness there was stagnant. One pack- 
ing house it-ported indirect communica- 
tion with Pittsburg and Chicago, but all 
other financial wires were still out of 
commission. 


WITH Hl'RRICANK VELOCITY. 
BOSTON', Mass., Nov. 14.—New Eng- 


land was the center yesterday of the 
storm, \\hieh since Saturday morning has 
been sweeping up the Atlancic seaboard. 
When morning dawned yesterday 
the 


immediate storm center was oil' Cape 
llatteras. lint in the afternoon it had 
moveu to Ihe vieinity of NanhU'ket Is- 
land. When at its height the wind blew 
with hurricane' 
velocity. In th'.s city 


the maximum velocity was 45 miles at 
o:20 o'clock yesterday afternoon. At 
Block Island. K. I., there was a 70 mile 
gale, and at Nantucket, this state, a ve- 
locity of UO miles was recorded. The 
storm passed cast last night and was se- 
vere in Main*' and the maritime prov- 
inces. At Portland, Maine, at 11 o'clock 
the wind was increasing in velocity and 
would, the observer at the local weath- 
er bureau said, reach hurricane dimen- 
sions. 


The coast storm was accompanied by 


•now, rain, hail and sleet. 


TWO STORMS MEET. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 14.—It is appar- 


ent from the meagre and frajjuientary 


reports obtainable by the local weather 
bureau that the two storms, one from 
Florida and the other from the great 
lakes and Canada met a few miles south 
of Washington. 
Rain, wind, snow and 


sleeting continued until a late hour last 
night, causing an almost complete pros- 
tration of telegraph and telephone wires 
out of Baltimore. 


In Baltimore city rain, snow and sleet 


have fallen, causing the demolition of 
tho electric wires, outside of the district 
in the central portion of the city where 
an under ground system was recently 
installed. 


A FOOT OF SNOW FELL. 


YORK, Pa., Nov. 14.—Nearly twelve 


inches of snow fell here yesterday. The 
heavy weight of the snow broke down 
electric wires fill over the city, and both 
power plants here 
were 
compelled to 


close to protect life anil property. As a 
result the city was without power and 
light current last night and the greater 
part, of today. 


LAKE CRAFT HUGGED PORT. 


CHICAGO. Nov. 14.—High northerly 


winds, accompanied at different points 
by snow Hurries or rain, put a serious 
embargo on navigation throughout the 
upper lakes yesterday. None but the 
larger steamers were able successfully 
to face the storm, the smaller craft gen- 
erally seeking shelter at havens of refuge 
on La°kes Superior, Michigan and Huron. 
Last night the main force of the blow 
had shifted to the eastward. At Chica- 
go 
a maximum velocity of forty-two 


miles was reached. 


STORM CAUSES DEATH. 


CLEVELAND, 0., Nov. 14.—The fierce 


storm that prevailed over Lake Erie and 
northern Ohio throughout last night re- 
sulted in the death of at least one per- 
son and the serious injury of three oth- 
ers in this city, while the property loss 
is considerable. Capt. Dell Minncy, of 
Buffalo, lost his life by the foundering of 
the tug Gregory at the mouth of the 
river during the height of the storm. 
His body has not been recovered. An 
unknown man, supposed to have been 
temporarily blinded by flying dust and 
cinders, was struck by an Erie passenger 
train and his skull fractured. He will 
probably die.

BABCOCK IS FOR 


TARIFFjeiSIOII 


Would Have an Extra Session of 


Congress Called lor That 


Purpose.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Representa- 


tive Babcock of Wisconsin, chairman of 
the Republican congressional committee 
and also an influential member of. the 
committee on ways and means. Saturday 
night confirmed the story published in 
this correspondence that an extra session 
of the fifty-ninth congress will probably 
be called ior the purpose of revising the 
tariff. 
Mr. Babcock is in full accord 


with the president regarding this;policy 
and his personal influence will be cast for 
revision along lines which, he believes 
will produce the greatest commercial 
benefits. 


, The president had a frank conference 


with Mr. Babcock on the subject of re- 
vision yesterday afternoon. In explain- 
ing his own attitude he said that he did 
not care to take any step which would 
be in conflict with the best thought oi 
his party, but that ill submitting the 
matter to congress he desired the ap- 
proval of the leaders of the Republican 
party. 


Mr. Babcoek assured him that he 


would have such approval, because the 
overwhelming Republican majorities in 
both senate and house after March 4 
would be an unequivocal assurance to 
the business interests that whatever 
changes in..the Dinglcy. schedules were 
agreed ou would be the suggestions of 
friends of the tariff. 


MAY CONSIDER SCHEDULES EARLY. 


•"The president's idea as I understand 


it," said Mr. Babcock, "is for the ways 
and means committee to take up the 
subject of revision upon its own election 
and prepare a bill for submission to con- 
gress. There is no apparent 
reason 


why the committee could not begin its 
work immediately after congress resumes 
business in January. There will be a 
period of two months intervening before 
adjournment, which might well be em- 
ployed in going over the schedules of. the 
Dingley bill for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing wl ich ones ought to be lowered and 
which left alone or increased. Then if a 
special session should be called the com- 
mittee would be in a position to report 
promptly and congress need not occupy 
more than sixty days to enact a new 
tariiF law. 


"I am sure that whatever is done will 


receive the co-operation of the business 
interests of the country because it will 
not be done in a nostile spirit." 


BABCOCK 10 INTERVIEWED. 


Congressman Babcoek in an interview 


in today's Milwaukee Sentinel is quoted 
as follows: 


MUST PROTECT AMERICAN LABOR- 


ER. 


''How much on general lines would 


you reduce the schedules?" he was asked. 


"I would not attempt to answer that 


question," lie answered. "I 
doubt 
if 


there is any one man in the house of 
representatives 
who could answer 
it. 


Personally, I have studied 
only one 


schedule, the steel schedule, at which I 
spent several months. The result of my 
work was embodied in the revision bill 
that I introduced in the house. I am 
an ultra-Republican and a protectionist 
and would not reduce the duties on any 
products below the point that covers the 
difference in the cost of materials and 
the price of labor. At present the sched- 
ules in numerous instances arc consider- 
ably higher than is necessary to cover 
that difference. That is practically the 
only issue that Democrats now have in 
congress. They point to the high tari/F 
and charge that this tariff is manipulat- 
ed in favor of the protected interests." 
TRUSTS NOT TO BE MADE TARGETS. 


At this point Mr. Babcock reiterated 


that he had never urged, a reduction of 
tlie tariff us a good way of striking at 
the trusts. 


"In attempting that," he said, "we 


should be in danger of striking at the 
laborer, whom we wish to protect, rath- 
ev than the corporation he works for. 
But I do hold that when we have a 150 
per cent tariff whei'e a 100 per cent tar- 
iff answers all the purposes of legitimate 
protection, the additional 50 per cent of 
protection is likely to be manipulated 
for the benefit of that protected inter- 
est, rather tlian of the consumers. With 
the tariff down to the proper point, any 


general attempt: to elevate prices willbe 
followed by importations from abroad." 


THE VACANCY ON COMMITTEE. 
The vacancy in the Republican nation- 


tl committee caused by the death of 
Postmaster General Payne is giving the 
Stalwarts of Wisconsin a great deal of 
concern, because.they suspect that Chair- 
man Cortelyou. intends to consult Gov- 
ernor La- Follerte-beforc he appoints Mr. 
Payne's successor. After Mr. Payne died 
an effort was made to persuade Chair- 
man Cortelyou to 
appoint Representa- 


tive Babcock to the vacancy. 
PRESIDENT MAi AID GOVERNOR. 
After ilr. Payne's death Mr. Babcock's 


claims were presented to Chairman Cor- 
telyou and the chairman was requested 
to make the appointment immediately. 
Mr. Cortelyou, however, said he wanted 
time to think it over and as he exhibited 
no haste in reporting 
his conclusion 


friends of Mr. Babcock came to Wash- 
ington and took xip the matter with the 
president. The president listened 
to 


what they had to say and when they 
concluded he remarked : "Governor La 
1'ollette appears to be very popular in 
Wisconsin." 


This terse comment was accepted by 


Mr. Babcock and- other Stalwarts, to 
whom it was repeated, as formal notice 
by the president of his purpose to ex- 
tend recognition to Wisconsin's govern- 
or. The concern, of the RtaUvarts over 
this probable outcome of the recent bat- 
tle in Wisconsin is very acute. Hereto- 
fore there has been no rivalry between 
them and Governor La Follettc in the. 
domain of imtional politics. 
. The governor has seemingly been con- 
tent to confine hisi activities to the state 
of Wisconsin. He has sought neither di- 
rectly nor indirectly to influence the pol- 
icies of the national administration' so 
far as they applied to Wisconsin, but 
has left that field to the exclusive pos- 
session of the senators and representa- 
tives. The likelihood of the governor 
becoming a factor in national 
affairs

WHILE AT WHEEL 


Only One Casualty Known to 
Have Attended Storm on Lakes 


Saturday and Sunday. 


SCHOONER ELiZA DAY 


IS FOIiCED TO RETURN 


Left Eaeine Satin-day Sight, But 


Turned Back When Off Port 


Wabh.L.gtou—The Steamer 


Eddy Arrives. 


The entire lake region was swept by 


one of the worst storms in recent years 
Saturday night and Sunday morning, the 
velocity of the wind at some places on 
the lower lakes reaching 00 miles an 
hour. On Lake Michigan the wind was 
not so severe, but registered about 30 
miles an hour. The seas were exception- 
ally high and none of the largest lake 
steamers was enabled to withstand the 
iorce of water thrown over and against 
them. Medium and small craft all over 
the lake region were forced to run for 
shelter early in the blow and many of 
them would have gone down if an at- 
tempt had been made to ride out tlie 
blow. 


MANITOWOC MAN KILLED. 


As far as known there was but one 


man who lost his life in the blow on Lake 
Michigan, he being Captain Thomas My- 
ers of Manitowoe. He was master of the 
S. A. Wood and left Chicago early Satur- 
day evening and arrived off Milwaukee at 
3 o'clock yesterday morning, going in 
under the breakwater for shelter. AJ1 of 
the sails were lowered and the members 
of the crew thought they were safe as 
did the crews of other vessels lying about 
them at anchor. The storm 
grew in 


fierceness and the vessel began to .drag 
and another anchor was set out, but 
both of them were insufficient to hold 
"her. She drifted steadily and without 
warning the mainmast fell over, striking 
the cabin and demolishing it. The cap- 
tain was standing at the wheel and was 
instantly killed. The tug Hagerraan and 
the life .saving crew were soon on the 
scene and the vessel was towed into port. 
Mate Fred Johnson and John LaForge 
attempted to jump overboard, but were 
caught in the rigging and badly injured. 


IN THE LOCAL HAHBOR. 


The condition in the local harbor was 


not much better than at Milwaukee. The 
schooner Eliza Day left port Saturday 
night and reached a point off Pt. Wash- 
ington when the seas rolled so high that 
Captain Carlson found it necessary to 
tutu about and make for shelter, arriv- 
ing here early yesterday morning with 
some of her head sails badly torn. Cap- 
tain iCarlson states that the storm was 
one of the worst ho has seen on the lakes 
and. that the seas rolled mountain high, 
beating over his vessel frequently. 


The steamer John F. Eddy arrived here 


this forenoon and the captain stated that 
they had a rough time, but were not in 
danger as that boat is one of the largest 
on the Inkes. Considerable fear was ex- 
pressed for the steamer Wanton, which 
passed through the straits at Mackinac 
thirty hours ahead of the Eddy. She is 
known to have had A consort in 
tow 


which was consigned to Sheboygan, and 
Joseph Carroll, to whom the Wauton is 
consigned, expressed the opinion that she 
would be along today, having taken shel- 
ter at She.boypran. 


The steamer Merrimac lying at Clan- 


cy's dock unloading1 con.) had R bad time 
of it Saturday night. Three piles were 
broken and sr.varal limes her linos were 
parted. An anchor was put out for safe- 
ty and this held her in place until after 
the storm hod subsided. The seas rolled 
into the harbor and craft lying above 
State street bridge could feel the effects. 


DECLARE HK KILLED FOUR 


Allegrod Murderer of Parenttt Slstor and 


Brothnr Under Arrest. 


AUBURN, Cal., Nov. 14.—A. Weber 


has been pluced under arrest, 
charged 


with the murder of his parents, sister 
and young brother Thursday night, and 
with setting the family residence on lire 
afterward to conceal the crime. 


Weber look his arrest cnolly, but was

The. latest theory in the case is that 


'he murderer shot the father first, then, 
'S the sister appeared in the hall he shot 
'icr, nnd then the mother, seeing what 
'iad been done, screamed and 
started 


'rom him, when he shot her. She con- 
'inue.d on across the room a.nd raising 
'icr left hand, took down the telephone 
receiver to call for help, at which time 
ho received the second shot, which en- 
tered, the body just under the left arm. 
The child being the only one left, the 
murderer struck him over the 'hemi and 
'.felled him. 


A call has been issued for a gathering 


of all the irreconoilables in the country 
to meet at Chicago to form a new party.

The Japan- 
ese are showing particular activity on 
their right flank, as if they were con- 
templating a turning 
movement from 


that direction. General Kuropatkin has 
fortilleit his positions along the Shakhe 
river and as he seemingly is prepared to 
accept a battle, he doubtless has made 
dispositions to block a Hanking opera- 
tion. According to the opinion of the 
military authorities here his left flank is 
secure. 


6:55 a, m.—The official announcement 


that the emperor has approved the plan 
for double tracking the Siberian railroad, 
and that $5,000,000 has been assigned for 
the beginning of the project is greeted 
with the heartiest approval by the press 
of this city. The hope is expressed that 
the work will be begun immediately and 
pushed to a vapid conclusion as one of 
the surest means of ending the war. 


SAY CRU1SEK STRUCK A ROCK. 
TOKIO, Nov. 14.—It is reported that 


the armored cruiser Gromoboi struck a 
rock ana was severely damaged at Vlad- 
ivostok. 


It is understood that the accident hap- 


pened during a trial of the Gromoboi af- 
ter repairs on her had been completed. 


It is said that she returned to her 


berth in a sinking condition, surrounded 
by a fleet of smaller craft, which kept 
her afloat and that she was redoeked. If 
the report is true it assures the continu- 
ance o'f Inactivity_of 
the "Vladivostok 


squadron. 


GENERAL KUROKI KILLED. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 14.—Nemirovich Dan- 


chenk, a Russian war correspondent, tele- 
graphing from Mukden, says ilie report 
of the death of Gen. Kuroki is confirmed. 
According to his version a splinter of a 
shell struck Gen. Kuroki, tearing: out a 
portion of his breast and abdomen. He 
died on Oct. 4 at Liaoyang and his body 
was sent to Japan. 


MEANS WAR TO THE END. 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—The Daily Tele-

'FOBM" IN THE EAST AND WEST 


More Attention Given by College* In the 


Form«r—MlohlfcBti an Exception. 


In the east it is one of the rules of 


the coaching that much time shall be 
spent on the bare rudiments of football. 
This IB made easier, of course, by the 
fact that in the big universities especial- 
ly so many assistant coaches are on the 
field to help. In this way special atten- 
tion can be given each position and the 
men slowly and thoroughly trained in 
form—the way to bend the knee*, how 
to hold the arms, the po-sition to assume 
on the toes and other equally essential 
points. This accounts for the slow de- 
velopment of the football elevens of the 
east. "Korm" is the cry of the coaches 
and this is demanded of a player before 
he is permitted to advance very far ill 
either the defensive or offensive forma- 
tions of the team. 


Coaches face a different proposition in 


the west. One or two assistants are us- 
ually all that can be raked ov scraped up 
to help the,head coach. Michigan i.s a 
possible exception in this regard, for it 
's said that Yost has had four or live 
assistants all fall. This would easily 
explain the rapid advance of the Wol- 
verines. 
tags and most of the other western- 


ers have to worry along bearing nearly 
the whole load themselves. Consequent- 
ly not more than two or three weeks 
can be spent in teaching "form," where 
a month or more is given to it in the 
east. Offensive formations must be de- 
veloped if tlie eleven is to make any 
showing against its opponents and the 
defense, too. must be worked up to hold 
the offense of the others. So there are 
many crudities still in the work of most 
of the western players. 


Some way or other Yost usually suc- 


ceeds in turning out the most highly de- 
veloped players in the middle west. His 
men have the faculty of all "great" play- 
ers of getting along with few serious in- 
juries. Among the other schools there 
i« always a goodly hospital list, men 
laid up with broken bones, twisted joints 
and bruised muscles.

CHAPTER XVIII. 


THE HEART OF LINCOLN. 


Solemn days are these that follow. 


Losing over a third of its force engaged 
in this furious initial battle, the bri- 
gade shares the lot of the rest of the 
army and, after two days more o£ 
fruitless fighting is ordered to fall back 
on Washington.

Pope, McDowell and Sigel 
have retired in favor o£ McClellan, 
Hooker and Porter, the little chief 
again called to the fore, while the 
manager of the sack campaign sits 
down to figure out the twistings, turn- 
ings and doublings of the hare that 
wouldn't be caught until there were 
hares enough to smother the hounds. It 
is a fortnight of fruitless recrimination, 
of pushing for place and not for the 
foe, 
o£ intrigue and slander, of loyal 


victims and disloyal triumph. It is a 
fortnight in which the fortunes of the 
union seem drifting to the lowest ebb, 
with all the mud and slime and wreck- 
age and putrescence hitherto hidden in 
the surging tide of the campaign, now 
revealed to public gaze, a stench to 
public nostrils. 
It is a fortnight of

that confronts the nation, Lincoln can 
find little time to listen to innumerable 
personal appeals, to individual claims 
presented by insistent senators, to the 
stories, of self-seeking, self-sufficSent 
patriots demanding the doing of this, 
the undoing of that. It is a fortnight 
in which Stanton, at the war office, 
is overwhelmed with work and worry, 
and grows even more testy and imper- 
ious.

be it said, loyal and subordinate still, 
and confident in their faith'that they 
can yet whip Lee.

eon Virginia creeper and bright red 
blackberry leaves. The lady's friends 
across the sea couitl not believe that 
the leaves were just as she had gath- 
ered and pressed them, but felt sure 
at first they must have been dyed or 
painted in the brilliant hues they dis- 
played. 


We in America hardly appreciate the 


wonderful 
coloring 
of our autumn 


leaves, tha brightness of our autumn 
flowers, because they are so common, 
But yon-ig people ouiht to appreciate 
them. Besides their wonderful beauty 
and usefulness in wir.tcr decoration, In- 
formation is to be gained by making a 
collection of autumn leavss ana flowers 
and pressing them. 


Let us consider which to gather and 


how to press them. 


First, there Is the dazzling maple 


tree, red and yellow, so brilliant that 
In the time of the fall of the leaf it 
tints the whole atmosphere around it 
svith si jrlow. Probably you never no- 


ticed it, but the brilliant red and yel- 
low leaves do not belong on the same 
tree. The yellow leaved tree turns yel- 
low every year, the red one red. 


Other leaves to be gathered are those 


of the true Virginia creeper, whioh is a 
five fingered ivy that climbs upon trees, 
stumps and fences and is sometimes 
planted near houses to climb up the 
walls. 
Let us put with them some 


sprays of vivid yellow golflenrod, alao 
of the tall purple ironweed. The pret- 
ty, feathery ageratum, both blue and 
white, was originally a wild flower and 
may still be found in many places. If 
you cannot find the wild ageratum, 
however, leave that out and employ 
only the rest. Make them up into a 
harmoniously arranged bouquet and 
see how beautiful they are, especially 
with a brown sycamore leaf and a 
sycamore ball or two In the back- 
ground. 


Now, by gathering the leaves and 


the goldenrod and pressing them in

The leaves and flowers need to be 


carefully pressed. 
Girls' fingers are 


more nimble than boys', so the girls 
should lay the things to be pressed, 
every wrinkle smoothed out, upon a 
sheet of rather thick paper, with an- 
other sheet of it over them. Here the 
boys' help may come in. A boy who 
has learned to use tools can prepare 
two pieces of thick board or wood, eaf h 
about fourteen inches square, and make 
<.ne side of them smooth will; sandpaper. 
They are to be joined together by a 
thumbscrew, which brings them as tight 
together as possible. Lay one sheet of 
paper upon the lower board of the 
screw press, place the leaves perfectly 
smooth upon jt, put on top another 
sheet of paper, and. then the top board 
may be screwed down. Let the leaves 
stay in the press two ov three days, till 
the moisture is out 6f them, then re- 
move af'.d place them in a. book or be- 


tween sheets of paper, with a weiffht 
upon them to keep them smooth and 
straight. 


Heavy sheets ot plate glass .will also 


serve well for pressing leaves, and 
with these the leaves and flowers can 
be seen. A few leaves can be pressed 
in a big dictionary or any large book, 
with other books on top for a weight. 


Here is a pretty way to make" a book 


of autumn leaves and flowers: After 
they have been pressed, paste or fasten 
them upon cardboard cut about the 
size of an ordinary book. 
You can 


group the leaves or fasten them singly 
upon the card In various tasteful ways. 
After you make ten ov a dozen of these 
cards punch holes-through them at one 
of the edges and tie them tog-ether with 
some bright ribbon.
